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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. 
Further review of the Pan et al. patent reveals that Pan et al. does indeed teach the claimed limitations. The partially completed device of 
Fig. 13 shows a first material (46) and trench filler material (74) having a planar esposed upper surface. With respect to arguments that 
the first material (46) is not deposited on the support (42), it clearly shown that the first material is on the support. To draw an analogy, a 
glass placed on a coaster, which is on a table, is also on the table. In the alternative, it would have been obvious to planarize the upper 
surface of the completed structure since Pan et al. further discloses that it is desirable to form the field isolation region to have a 
substantially flat upper surface (Col. 2, lines 42 - 45), which is considered to be a planar surface. Applicant asserts that Pan et al. teaches 
away from Pan et al.'s teaching of having a stepped surface. It is agreed that Pan et al. teach one embodiment having a final structure 
with a stepped surface. However, Pan et al. also teach that it would be desirable to form a device with a substantially flat surface, which is 
taken to be planar.. 
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
